Convention  Ends 
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CHARLES  IV  -  HE  WAS  THE  BEGINNING  OF  THE  END 
OF  SPAIN  AS  A  WORLD  POWER

Charles  111  (also  called  Carlos  and 
or  Carolus)  of  Spain  is  universally 
regarded  as  the  greatest  of  the 
Bourbon  kings.  While  he  maintained 
absolute  rule,  he  was  an  enlightened 
monarch  and  carried  out  many  of  the 
domestic  reforms  and  improvements 
credited  to  his  dynasty. 

Hcn\  nice  tt  would  be  to  write  that 
his  son  and  successor,  Charles  IV. 
continued  the  grandeur  of  the 
Spanish  power.  Au  contraire.  rnon 
frere1  He  was  a  weak  ruler,  who  gave 
in  to  the  corruption  and  intrigue 
which  characterized  the  Spanish 
court.  In  all  probability,  it  all  began 
with  Charles  IV  and  Spain  thumbing 
its  nose  at  its  blood  relation  of  the 
french  Bourbon  dynasty  during  the 
French  Revolution  of  1789.  Although 
fundamentally  opposed  to  the  Revo¬ 
lution  and  its  attack  on  the  French 
monarchy.  Charles  IV  allied  himself 
with  England,  which  culminated  with 
a  declaration  of  war  in  1793  on  the 
revolutionary  government  of  France. 

Upon  the  insistance  of  Princess 
Maria  Louise  of  Parma,  the  wife  of 
Charles  IV.  Manuel  de  Godoy  was 
chosen  as  Prime  Minister. 

Permit  me  to  digress  for  a  moment. 
Charles  IV  was  born  in  1748.  As 
previously  stated,  he  was  the  son  of 
Charles  III  of  Spain,  and  the  grandson 
of  Philip  V  of  Spain,  founder  of  the 
Spanish  Bourbon  Line.  His  wife  was 
born  in  1751.  Charles  became  King  of 


Spain  in  1788  at  the  age  of  40  years. 
His  wife  was  three  years  his  junior. 
The  king  had  his  mistress:  the  queen 
had  her  paramour.  He  was  —  you're 
correct  —  Manuel  de  Godoy.  w  ho  was 
born  in  1767 

So.  the  26-year-old  Prime  Minister 
was  given  the  power  to  direct  Spanish 
affairs  and  Spain's  foreign  policy.  He 
sent  a  Spanish  expeditionary  force  to 
France.  It  was  temporarily  successful, 
but  a  year  later,  in  1794,  France  sent 
its  army  into  Spain.  Spain  soon 
admitted  defeat.  By  a  treaty  in  1795, 
Spain  was  committed  to  an  alliance 
with  France.  Later  treaties  forced 
Spain  to  give  Louisiana  (in  America) 
to  France 

Napoleon  Bonaparte  became 
Napoleon  1.  Emperor  of  France,  and 
Spain  found  itself  subservient  to  its 
northern  neighbor.  Godoy  .  who  com¬ 
pletely  dominated  the  king  and  queen, 
schemed  with  Napoleon,  and  in  1805, 
Spain  became  a  French  ally  in  the  War 
of  the  Third  Coalition. 

The  Spanish  people  resented  this 
pro- French  policy  ,  and  they  forced 
Charles  IV  to  abdicate  in  1808.  His 
son.  Ferdinand  VII,  was  to  succeed 
him.  This  was  not  to  Napoleon's 
liking,  so  he  forced  Charles  IV  to 
return  to  the  throne.  In  turn,  the  king 
transferred  his  rights  back  to  Napoleon. 

On  June  6.  1808.  Napoleon  1  gave 
the  Spanish  crown  to  his  brother, 
Joseph  Bonaparte  The  Spaniards 
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rebel  led  against  the  French  occupa¬ 
tion  anil  relused  to  recognize  Joseph 
as  their  king  Joseph  was  finally 
lord'll  out  in  1813.  and  Ferdinand  VII 
was  restored  as  King  of  Spain 

Thus.  Charles  IV,  with  Godov's 
help,  had  brought  Spain  down  as  a 
world  power.  Not  only  the  invasion  of 
Spain  by  France,  but  also  the 
destroying  of  the  Spanish  navy  at 
Trafalger.  forced  Charles  IV  to  ab¬ 
dicate  Charles  and  Maria  Louise 
lived  in  France  and  Italy,  until  their 
deaths  in  1819 

And  so.  our  story  ends.  No  "chip  off 
the  old  block'  or  "like  father,  like'1 
story  But  then  history  is  like  that 
isn't  it’ 

Charles  IV  had  another  son.  Don 
Carlos  Marta  Isidro  de  Bourbon. 
Conde  de  Molina,  who  was  recognized 
in  1833  by  his  followers  as  Charles  V. 
He  fled  to  France,  however,  six  years 
later.  He  is  known  as  a  Pretender  to 
the  Throne  An  8  maravedis.  issued  in 
1837,  is  extremely  rare,  and  is  con¬ 
sidered  a  pattern  similar  to  the  coins 
of  Ferdinand  VII,  and  have  a  Segovia 
mint  mark. 

Not  only  Spain  issued  coinage  of 
Charles  IV.  The  Philippine  Islands. 
Peru,  Bolivia.  Columbia.  Chile. 
Guatemala  and  Mexico  (New  Spain) 
minted  copper,  silver  and  gold  coins. 
Some  have  the  bust  of  Charles  III; 
some  have  the  legend  CAROLVS  IX. 
and  other  have  CAROLVS  HIT  The 
coinage  was  issued  from  1788  to 
1808.  with  one  exception  In  1809.  the 
one  half.  one.  two  and  four  reales 
were  issued  by  Bolivia

A  collection  of  sterling  silver  art 
designed  and  crafted  by  silversmiths 
from  the  Mexican  silver  capital  of 
Taxco  was  displayed  for  the  first  time 
outside  of  Mexico  at  the  Mexican 
Cultural  Institute.  HemisFair  Plaza  in 
San  Antonio.  The  exhibit  was  pre¬ 
sented  during  the  month  of  April 
The  exhibit,  '  La  Feria  de  la  Plata." 
is  a  collection  of  more  than  100 
pieces  selected  from  among  winners 
of  the  coveted  "Galardon  Presidencial." 
a  prize  given  by  Mexico's  president  at 
the  annual  contest  of  silversmiths  in 
Taxco  The  pieces  are  exquisitely 


1788-1805. 

Except  for  the  different  mint  marks 
and  mint  masters'  initials,  coinage  of 
Bolivia.  Chile,  Colombia.  Guatamala 
and  Peru  are  similar  to  that  of  Spain. 
Mexico  and  the  Philippine  Islands.  A 
few  issues  are  rare  or  scarce,  and 
extremely  expensive.  Most  of  the 
copper  and  silver  issues  are  within 
range  of  our  pocketbooks  and  wallets. 
Some  gold  coins  are  moderately 
priced.

Rubies,  opals,  turquoise  and  emeralds 
complement  the  pieces,  forming  the 
eyes  of  serpents,  eagles  and  other 
images.

Most,  if  not  all  of  us.  have  read  of 
the  caper  in  Alabama  It  could  happen 
to  us  and  this  is  the  subject  of  this 
letter — security.  Many  times  we 
assume  that  everything  is  perfect  but 
just  how  sure  were  those  others7  1  am 
not  in  charge  of  security  but  I  have  a 
few  suggestions  to  offer  One  is  that 
the  doors  to  the  bourse  exhibits  not 
be  opened  under  any  circumstances 
before  the  next  morning  at  regular 
hours  unless  under  the  supervision  of 
the  general  chairman.  And  under  this 
circumstance  only  with  a  prearranged 
code.  We  of  the  Greater  Houston 
Coin  Club  employ  off-duty  police 
The  expense  is  a  bit  more  costly  but 
we  feel  that  the  quality  is  worth  it. 

The  ANA  as  a  measure  of  security 
uses  photo  ID  cards  for  all  who  need 
to  enter  the  bourse  exhibit  area  in  off 
regular  hours.  This  is  a  bit  more  costly 
but  it  could  be  worth  the  added 
expense  of  $3  00  or  so  We  can.  if 
necessary,  use  a  Poloroid  for  the 
security  men  to  have  a  current  photo 
of  all  who  need  to  be  behind  the 


tables  or  in  the  exhibit  area.  The 
dealers  name,  company  and  his  TNA 
table  number  could  be  put  on  'he 
back  of  the  photo  These  could  a 
given  to  the  dealer  exhibitor  or 
destroyed  at  the  termination  of  the 
convention. 

So  far  we  have  been  lucky  here  in 
Texas  as.  to  my  own  knowledge,  we 
have  never  had  anything  of  this 
nature  to  happen  and  only  strong 
security  can  prevent  the  first.
